Sadat attempts move 


to aid in embargo talks 


$20,000 ransom paid for wife 
of department store manager 


ATLANTA (UPl) - The manager 
of a K-Mart discount departm ent 
store paid a reported $20,0(W ransom 
Sunday after three masked men 
kidnaped his wife and threatened 
her life. 
The abduction marked the fifth 
threat on a K-Mart 
m anager’s 
family in less than three months. 
Similar incidents have taken place 
in Detroit and Nashville, Tenn. 
Patricia Daniel was found locked 
in the trunk of her own car after her 
husband, William, m anager of a K- 
Mart in suburban Decatur, took 
$20,000 from the store safe and 
handed it over to a masked gunman 
at a drop point on a lonely country 
road. 
Police said gunmen forced their 
way into the Daniel home about 11 
p.m. Saturday night. The masked 
men blindfolded, gagged and tied 


Mrs. Daniels as her three young 
children watched. 
When Daniel came home from 
work a short time later, he was 
ordered to take his children and go 
back to the store to clean out the 
safe. After he went to the store, he 
received instructions by telephone 
on where to take the money. 
Police said Daniel followed the 
kidnapers’ orders, and when he 
turned over the money, they told 
him where he could find his wife’s 
car. 
She was still blindfolded and 
gagged and was curled up in the 
trunk of her compact car but was 
not injured. 
Harvey Kresge, of Detroit, a

Vote for mayor set tomorrow

A trio of candidates won city 
council 
seats in last Tuesday’s 
election, but a livelier contest may 
be on tap tomorrow night when the 
new panel selects the mayor of 
Lompoc. 
Two of Tuesday’s winners, Sol 
Lefkowitz and incumbent Mayor E. 
C. Stevens, both beginning their 
second 
t e r m s , 
a re 
avowed 
candidates for the low-key, high 
prestige post. Another is rumored. 
Depending on how the nominations 
go, the third electee, Charlotte 
Benton, could wind up making the 
decision. 
The 
m ini-election, 
involving 
council members only, is early on 
the agenda of tomorrow’s regular 
council session at 7:30 p.m. at City 
Hall Auditorium, behind City Hall at 
119 West Walnut Ave. It is a public 
event. 
Stevens, at the end of one mayoral 
term , says he thinks the post carries 
the prestige to get things done but 
that one year isn’t enough time to do 
them. As specific projects he’s 
backed, 
these 
would 
include 
downtown revitalization, tourism 
and others. Though reelected by a 
record 2,941 vote, Stevens wouldn’t 
speculate on whether or not there 
will be a chicken fight for mayor 
tomorrow or whether or not he’ll 
win it. 
“I have no idea or feeling at all 
about 
what’s 
going 
to 
happen 
Tuesday night," he said. “ There is a 
lot to be said for the fact, though, 
that it’s hard to do things as mayor 
in just one year." 
Lefkowitz, who was also reelected 
by a record vote (2,665), thinks 
Stevens should give someone else a 
chance at the “ honorary office." 
“I don’t know that there’s going to 
be a fight," he said. “ There’s not a 
fight when you vote." But Lefkowitz 
added that he thinks every council 
member should enjoy a term as 
mayor and to make this possible, 
Stevens should step down. 
“I think as a gentleman he should 
step aside," Lefkowitz said, adding 
also that he thinks councilwoman 
elect Benton “ should very definitely 
have a term ." 
It has been rumored by city 
sources that Councilman and two- 


term Mayor Art Scott would also 
seek another term tomorrow night. 
Scott was out of town this weekend 
and unavailable for comment. 


Here’s how the election will take 
place: 


After 
swearing 
in 
the 
newly 
elected members. City Clerk Wilma 
Thomas will take over the meeting 
from Stevens and call for council 
nominations for mayor. 


Conceivably, it could work out 
that each council m em ber receives 
one nomination and one vote for 
mayor. What’s far more likely, 
though, 
is 
that 
Stevens 
and 
Lefkowitz will be nominated. This 
would indicate that they each have 
two votes, 
that of the person 
nominating them and their own. The 
quarters 
will be too close for 
chivalry. 


There are only five people on the 
Lompoc City Council, so three votes 
wins it. This means that the council 
m em ber 
neither 
running 
nor 
nom inating 
will 
decide 
who 
Lompoc’s 
next 
mayor will 
be. 
Statute allows the panel to vote as it 
wants, by audible roll call or secret 
ballot. By custom, the ballot will 
probably be secret. But it won’t take 


a wizard to deduce who voted for 
whom. 
If only Stevens and Lefkowitz are 
nominated, 
and 
by other male 
councilmen, the moment will smack 
of irony for Mrs. Benton. During her 
eight form er years on the council 
(1964 - 72) 
Lompoc’s first female 
council member never reached the 
unique goal of also becoming its 
first 
woman 
mayor. 
This, 
she 
believes, 
was 
because 
of 
sex 
discrimination. 
Now, 
she would 
suddenly become king maker. 
Will it be a fight for mayor? she 
was asked. 
“Yes, it will be; it will be an 
interesting one. I’m going to give it 
very 
deep 
thought,” 
she 
said, 
declining to name the man on whose 
shoulder she would lay the sword. 
But 
don’t 
expect 
either 
male 
mayoral candidate to come out 
against Billie Jean King before 
tomorrow night. 
In Lompoc, the mayor functions 
as chairman of the city council and 
represents the city at ceremonial 
and 
other 
events. 
Besides 
the 
considerable prestige, there is no 
more to it than that, not even a 
larger pay check. As to legislative 
privileges, council members have a 
vote each. So does the mayor.

Covering a college 'streak'

Two 
reporters, 
trying 
their darndest to appear 
inconspicuously 
casual 
despite their cameras and 
note pads, saunter into the 
student center at Hancock 
College. 
It 
is 
11:30 
Friday 
afternoon 
and 
they 
are 
following up an anonymous 
tip that streakers would 
strike 
sometime 
around 
noon. 
There’s no chapter in the 
Reporter’s Manual outlining 
the procedure for covering a 
streak, but common sense 
dictates the importance of 
going unnoticed. 
“ Hey! You guys here for 
the streak?’’ yells a student 
leaning out the window at 
the 
Student 
Information 
Center 
booth, 
as 
heads 
swivel. 
The informative student 
tells the reporters they’ve 
already missed the show. It 
began and ended at 11:07 
wten two streakers zipped 
out of the men’s room, 
through the hall and into the 
parking lot, clad in boots 
and knit ski hoods, drawing 
a standing ovation. 
But the word is that it was 
only a warmup show. And 
like any good warmup show, 
it has left the audience 
hungry for more. 
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An enterprising student 
photographer 
vaults 
to 
sudden 
fame 
with 
his 
shadowy Polaroid snapshot 
of the warmup streakers. 
He rides his new-found fame 
like a surfer on the curl at 
Waiamea Bay. 


The two reporters, their 
cover blown, make small 
streak talk with students 
and map strategy for the 
main 
event, 
perhaps 
relieved that no one asks 
them 
why 
they 
have 
traveled 30 miles to watch 
and photograph a group of 
naked people, most likely 
all male, dash through a 
cafeteria. 


“ America,” they would 
have explained, “ demands a 
symbol 
to proclaim the 
coming of spring — the first 
robin; the start of major 
league 
baseball 
training 
camps; 
and 
this 
year, 
streakers. It’s news.” 


L ittle 
clues, 
not 
undetected by the trained 
reporters, seem to indicate 
that they are not the only 
ones tipped off to the streak 
Photographers from at 
least two other newspapers 
are on hand, along with 
student 
shutterbugs 
(“ I 
want to get a shot from the 
front for my scrapbook,” 
giggles one female.) 
A student in a Navy-issue 
jumper, 
obviously 
the 
streakers’ 
advance 
man, 


reminds a hulking student: 
“ Just make sure they can 
get through.” 


From over the public 
address system comes the 
furtive 
stage 
whisper: 
“ Anytim e 
soon 
— 
streakers!” 
And now, thinks one of the 
reporters, Ed Sullivan will 
pop out with his arms 
folded: “ Let’s bring them in 
with a reeeely big hand — 
The Streakers!” 
And 
here 
they 
come, 
bursting into the hallway, 
yelling, 
dancing, 
clothes 
tucked in bundles under 
arms like a team of naked 
O.J. 
Simpsons. A dozen 
jaybirds freed from their 
cages. 
The team, including two 
females, wears the uniform 
of 
checkered 
book-cover 
hoods, shoes (optional), and 
body 
paint. 
The 
latter 
causes the other reporter to 
wonder later if the sport of 
streaking 
hasn’t 
already 
lost its purity. 
Down 
the 
hall 
they 
bounce, into the cafeteria, a 
right turn at the lunch-line 
checkout counter, and out 
into the parking lot where a 
fleet of getaway cars 
awaits (would a charter bus 
have been more ecologically 
proper?) 
Streak 
reviews 
are 
generally favorable. 
“ Far out.” “ Great, but 


I’m a nurse and I could care 
less.” 
“ I 
think 
it’s 
great, 
terrific.” 
“ I thought It was really 
nice” 
And 
(from 
the 
grinning, 
50ish 
lunch 
counter cashier, “ I ’ve never 
seen anything like it.” 
But 
Lompoc’s 
home 
grown streakers weren’t to 
be outdone. 
One student, dressed only 
in a T shirt, was reported 
dashing across the Cabrillo 
High ^hool campus Friday 
noon. 
Dean 
of 
Students 
Robert Wiener made the 
report to local police. 
At 9:15 p.m. Saturday 
night, six to seven naked 
runners 
sprinted 
north 
along H Street and west on 
Walnut 
Avenue, 
police 
reports show, past City Hall. 
Witnesses say that seven 
male youths in their 20s 
braved Lompoc’s chilling

“ The big question is the 
deduction of the value of the 
papers he gave,” Mills said. 
“ Did he actually complete 
the gift prior to July 25, 
1969?" On that date such 
gifts were no longer valid as 
income tax deductions. 
In Washington the White 
House took strong issue with 
M ills’ 
statement. 
An 
official, who asked not to be 
named, said: 


“ Congressman Mills is 
taking a dirty, cheap shot 
that is unbecoming his place 
as a respected member of 
Congress.

instruments 
and 
soaking them in alcohol 
between procedures. 
The alcohol solution does 
not destroy the hepatitis 
virus, 
Johnson

findings in the current issue

His second shot landed in a bunker snugged against 
the sprawling green. 


Someone in the crowd suggested using a putter out 
of the flat trap. “I heard it,” said Allin. “But I have 
confidence blasting out of a trap. I never use a putter 
in that situation so I had to go with a shot I have 
confidence in.” 
He took his wedge and blasted eight feet from the 
pin. It took him two putts to get down for the bogey. 
Heard, who had led after the first two rounds in the 
chase for the $30,000 first prize, was hot behind Allin 
when he reached the 18th. But his drive was pushed 


far to the right, hit a spectator and bounced away. He 
couldn’t go for the green so lagged up, pitched to 20 
feet and two putted for the bogey. 


An even sadder case was rangy Tom Weiskopf. 
Weiskopf had pretty much shot himself out of the 
tournament with a bogey on the 17th hole which he 
bogeyed after pushing his drive behind a grove of 
trees. 
Obviously the 17th hole is no piece of cake either. 
But it all fell apart for Weiskopf on the 18th. His 
second shot landed in the pond that guards the left side 
of the green and the best he could do was a double­ 
bogey six. 
Weiskopf had seemed destined to finish in a tie for 
second behind Allin but his fold to an even par round of 
72 over the 7,028-yard course landed him all the way 
back to a tie for fifth with Bert Yancey at 275 for four 
rounds. 
If the hole lived up to its reputation, the “Blue 
Monster” itself did not. Allin’s 67 Sunday gave him a 
272, three strokes better than the recond 275 shot 
nearly a decade ago by Doug Sanders. Heard, with his 
68-273, and Brace Devlin (71-274) and Bruce Crampton 
(68-206) also beat the record, set in 1965. 
In addition, Texan Tom Kite shot an amazing 29 on 
the front nine with seven birdies and two pars. It 
broke the front nine record set three years ago by 
Yancey. Kite finished at 36-276.

Tomorrow evening the Lompoc Council 
will seat newly-elected representatives for 
four year terms — Charlotte Benton, Sol 
Lefkowitz and E.C. Stevens — and then 
immediately turn to the first order of 
business, the election of a mayor amongst 
them.

Then there is the threat of the 
sealed presentment handed to Judge 
John 
Sirica 
along 
with 
the 
indictments. That is said to contain 
allegations 
of 
the 
President’s 
involvement which the grand jury 
withheld. This was in accord with 
special prosecutor Leon Jaworski’s 
belief that a President in office 
cannot be indicted on a criminal 
charge. 
Judge Sirica will unquestionably, 
insofar as it is within his power, 
keep this secret. But others have 
knowledge of the contents of the 
presentment and a leak is almost 
certain. Within a few days, the 
cynical guess is, we shall know at 
least the substance of the fat 
document handed up to the judge’s 
bench. 
The clutch of indictments makes 
many things clear. It would have 
been simple common sense, as some 
of us wrote, for Nixon to have faced 
the facts when he learned them.

Whatever the outcome of the trial, 
it is hard to escape the conclusion 
that all the tortuous months of 
denial and protestation of innocence 
were 
inevitable

President’s own involvement was 
spelled out in documents to be kept 
secret on the ground of “executive 
privilege.’’ 
The President has said repeatedly 
that Watergate should be left to the 
judicial process. The trials of the 
seven will take an estimated four 
months and other indictments are 
still to come. With appeal to higher 
courts added on for many more 
months, 
the 
judicial 
process 


stretches a long way into the future. 
This means a severe strain on the 
system. 
Fortunately 
able 
and 
steadfast federal judges like Sirica 
and Gerard Gesell are serving with 
strict impartiality under difficult 
circumstances. But the system was 
never designed to carry the load of a 
confrontation with the highest level 
of 
the 
executive 
branch 
of 
government such as has never 
before occurred. 
For all the skill of the arguments 
of his chief counsel, Jam es St. Clair, 
the narrow view of impeachment — 
that only a criminal act is grounds 
for impeachment — is unlUcely to 
prevail. 
The proof of his own 
responsibility for the act of his 
subordinates threatens to destroy 
this narrow posture. 
All the invocations to speed up the 
process of impeachment are wasted 
breath. The polls continue to show a 
reluctance to impeach and then only 
after a thorough inquiry into the 
rights and wrongs of the whole 
grisly business lumped under the 
short end of Watergate. 
The findings of the grand jury will 
be a big assist for the House 
Judiciary 
Committee 
conducting 
th a t 
inquiry. 
W hether 
the 
presentment will be part of the 
record forwarded to the committee 
is up to Judge Sirica. 
With the inexorable quality of a 
Greek 
tragedy, ‘the 
drama 
of 
Watergate is moving to a climax.

Hitchhiking report 


Most of us believe that hitchhiking 
on today’s highways is dangerous — 
but just how dangerous? For some, 
it is the only way to get around. But 
the California Highway Patrol has 
recently completed 
a six-month 
study of the situation and report on 
hitchhiker - related crimes as a 
result. 
Their conclusion: 
Hitchhikers “make 
a 
minor 
contri­ 
bution’’ 
to 
Cali­ 
fornia’s crime and 
accident problem. 
The 
CHF 
anal­ 
yzed 662 hitchhiker 
- related crimes and 
accidents 
which 
occurred from May 
through 
October, 
1973, in response to 
a request from the 
State Senate. 
The study found hitchhikers are 
involved in approximately one of 
every 160 major crimes and one in 
400 traffic accidents, “ results which 
do not show that hitchhikers are 
over - represented in crimes or 
accidents.’’ The random sample 
included reports from CHP officers 
and 106 cooperating police agencies. 
Analysis of 435 major crimes 
showed hitchhikers are three times 
more likely to be the victim than the 
perpetrator. One-half of hitchhiker 
victims are women even though only 
one hitchhiker in 10 is female. Most 
are victims of sex offenses, while 
the typical male hitchhiker victim is 
robbed 
or 
assaulted. 
Three 
hitchhiker deaths were recorded. 
Seven 
of 
eight 
hitchhiker 
offenders are men, and their most 
frequent crimes are robbery, theft 
or assault. The average age of 
hitchhikers is 19 for women, 22 for 
men. 
Sbcty- one traffic accidents were 
reported of which seven involved 
hitchhiker deaths and three the 
deaths of other parties. 
Almost 
half 
the 
accidents 
occurred after the hitchhiker had 
been picked up and could not be 
directly 
related 
to the act of 
hitchhiking. Thirty per cent of the 
accidents involved vehicles which 
had stopped for a hitchhiker and 20 
per cent involved hitchhikers struck 
by passing vehicles. 
The report isolated an additional 
152 
victim less 
law 
violations 
committed by hitchhikers. These 
included 
narcotics 
offenses, 
runaways, failure to have proper 
identification and illegal hitchhiking 
itself. 
It may be the only way for some to 
get around, but it still is dangerous. 
THOUGHTS WHILE SHAVING 
We have shortages of everything, 
for sure, but there is one important 
shortage reported this week — 
blood. The Tri-Counties Blood Bank 
has just reported that hospitals 
throughout the three county area 
will find blood supplies dangerously 


low. A special visit of the Blood 
Bank unit will be held March 22 in 
Lompoc at the Lompoc High School 
from 4:30 p.m. until 6:30 p.m. to 
help alleviate this situation ...

Arab terrorists execute 18 
in Israel border massacre

methodically shot 34 residents one 
by one before their suicide mission 
ended in death when their own 
explosives blew up. 
Mayor Avraham Aloni of this town 
of 18,000 persons near the Lebanese 
border said 21 persons were killed, 
including the three guerrillas, and 16 
other persons were wounded in the 
raid in which the commandos shot 
women and children and hurled 
their bodies out of the windows of 
the three-story white concrete block 
building. 
The Israeli military command 
said the guerrillas held off Israeli 
counterattackers for four and a half 
hours. Witnesses said the guerrillas 
set off their own explosives as

Aloni said 18 Israelis were killed 
in the attack, including two soldiers, 
eight adult civilians and eight 
children.

Maheu traces

Well known names wander in and 
out of the story told by Robert 
Maheu. Rebozo was described as 
having “ cold feet” and along the 
way, half the cash was diverted to 
replace $50,000 given secretly to 
then Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey, according to Maheu. 
Humphrey has repeatedly denied 
taking the money. 


Maheu testified that although 
Hughes wanted to give the money to 
Nixon for his 1968 presidential 
campaign, it was not until 1970 that 
Rebozo had possession of all the 
money.

District Judge Harry Pregerson 
asked 
about 
the 
two-year 
transaction. 
“ The injection of third persons,” 
Maheu replied. 


(Rebozo has since given back 
$100,000, saying he kept it in a safe 
deposit box in his Florida bank 
without Nixon’s knowledge.)

In 1946 the U.S. Congress passed the National School 
Lunch Act. That law was extended in the 1960s: a breakfast 
plan was added; tax monies were authorized to subsidize 
the purchase of equipment; and free and reduced price 
meals were authorized. 


In 1973 a school lunch bill became law providing a 25 per 
cent increase in federal support. The eight-cent subsidy on 
Class A meals was raised to 10 cents. (It’s now 10* 2 cents.)

Along the way there were these highlights: John Wynn, 
representative of the state department of education made a 
presentation to the board outlining the availability of 
federal funding for purchase of equipment. 


Later, Virginia P. Jansse, another state representative, 
did a more in depth study that produced the following 
results

determinations: 
“administration 
and

trustees must determine whether the value of the program 
to the health of the child and his ability to learn justifies the 
additional cost to the community. ” 
According to the Williams’ com mittee report: 


—An estimated 804,,300 lunches would be served in the 
district in one year. 
—Of the total, 18,750 would be given free to needy 
children 
—The expected deficit, cost versus income, would be 
$1,800 a year exclusive of capital outlay and building costs 
Mrs Jansse recommended that the district sponsor a 
National Lunch program for all schools in the district 
—And that the district use a pre-packaged, satellite food 
service system . 
—John Weber, director of the office of food and nutrition 
services of the State Department of Education indicated 
"the availability of funds for 100 per cent financing of 
equipment ( non food assistance ). 
—Weber also said that a hot lunch program at the 
elementary school level “would not affect the sponsorship 
of the high school snack bar operations.” 
—The district would have to bear the entire cost — 
$150,000 to $200,000 — of constructing a central kitchen. 
—“Lompoc Unified School District was designed as a 
central kitchen- satellite service system. However, two of 
the elementary schools do not have a receiving kitchen. 
One elementary does not have a multi-purpose room for 
feeding. The four secondary schools, under the sponsorship 
of student government, presently provide snack bar items 
for student lunches.” 
—Student participation in the hot lunch program varied 
from 
district 
to 
district. 
Usually 
the 
high 
school 
participation was between 25 to 30 per cent while the 
elementary was around 55 per cent.” 
But there is much more. 
Prime movers behind the Bunch for Lunch will probably 
be studying the com mittee report before next Tuesday’s 
school board meeting although there is no indication at this 
moment how comprehensive the discussion will be at that 
time. One source indicated that talks would range over a 
series of meetings.

Mitchell, former White House domestic 
affairs adviser John I) Khrlichman and 
former White House Special Counsel 
Charles W Colson.

inadequate program— the 
California 
Constitution 
would

satisfied,” 
Jefferson said.

schools, 
held that disparity in school 
district finances does not 
violate the equal protection

of

Constitution. 
Jefferson ruled in the 
Serrano vs.

James Briggs, chief of the 
school division of the Los

State adopts 
farm rules 
on pesticides 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -

adopted 
permanent new regulations 
designed to protect farm 
workers from the hazards of 
pesticides, 
including 
requirements for training 
and medical supervision of 
all pesticide handlers. 
The

regulations essentially are 
the same as those adopted 
on an emergency basis in 
January and have been the

of 
four 
public 
hearings. 
The announcement was 
made Wednesday and the 
new regulations are to go 
into effect May 9. 
Besides the requirements 
for pesticide handlers, the 
regulations allow for extra 
time before farm hands can 
enter 
the 
fields 
after 
pesticide treatments and

provide 
that 
all 
pesticides 
be 
mixed 
in 
closed containers in the 
fields by 1977. 
Department Director C.B. 
Christensen said the new 
standards will give workers 
extra measures of safety 
when mixing, loading and 
applying 
variou s 
agricultural pesticides and 
will cut risks for workers 
entering 
fields 
after 
treatments.

Scores of cities have 
sewage woes, survey says

new 
government study shows that scores of 
American cities are having trouble 
getting enough chlorine for water and 
sewage treatment, with the likelihood of 
an even worse problem this summer 
The shortage, in part an offshoot of the 
energy crisis, is also affecting other 
water treatment chemicals such as soda 
ash and chemicals used for fluoridation, 
according 
to 
the 
Environmental 
Protection Agency (E PA ). 
It said the chlorine shortage could be 
particularly troublesome this summer 
because of heavy seasonal demands for 
electricity —a prime ingredient in the 
manufacture of the chemical. 
In addition to the electricity problems 
the shortage has been aggravated by a 
growing industrial use which has helped 
outstrip 
production, 
as

as 
transportation problems and a scarcity 
of chlorine containers. 
The EPA said it and state agencies 
have been working on voluntary ways to 
assure adequate supplies for city water

B a r r i n g t o n 
Parker—although setting a 
tentative trial date for June 
19—said he would “ recon­ 
sider’’ his court calendar in 
view of Reinecke’s request 
for an early trial date. 
Both Reinecke’s lawyer 
and Watergate prosecutors 
said they could be ready for 
trial by May 20. 
Reinecke also said he has 
not ruled out the possibility 
that Parker will grant his 
request to move the trial 
from Washington, D C., to 


California. Parker took that 
request under consideration 
and said he would rule on it

Pot trade depressed too 


LAWKKNCK, Kan (U P Ii 
Archer is a 25-year-old 
executive whose business is 
slipping badly A few years 
ago he made $.10,000 a year, 
untaxed 
Today, higher labor costs 
and 
foreign 
competition 
have hit him hard 
He 
is 
a 
m arijuana 
wholesaler, 
one 
of 
the 
largest in the Midwest and 
an original member of a 
group 
called 
the 
“ Kaw 
Valley 
Hemp 
Pickers 
Association,” 
He put himself through 
college 
working 
in 
the 
illegal trade and he'll soon 
turn in his blue denim shirt 
for a white collar 
He’s 
making only $17,000 a year 
now 
in 
the 
marijuana 
business. 
Archer, who shall not be 
further 
identified 
here, 
employs a crew of four. 
They 
toil 
in 
backwoods 
fields 
and 
can 
usually 
harvest a ton of wild Kansas 
marijuana from mid-August 
to early October They work - 
about 12 nights from dusk to 
dawn 
and

member gets $125 a night.

grandson. I was a secretary

A ssociation 
for 
the 
Retarded and for some time 
a volunteer at Pacific State 
Hospital. These “ special” 
people from infant to child- 
teen and adult need first of 
all love, then compassion, 
then an understanding of 
retardation. I DON’T mean 
permissiveness, humiliating 
pity — or over affection. 
None of the things one 
associates 
with 
spoiling 
children. 
M r. 
M arshall 
states 
quote: 
“ It 
must 
be 
to 
‘normalize’ them to make 
them in our own image.” 
They 
should 
NOT 
be 
normalized 
in 
our 
own 
image. 
Normalize 
them 
within their own powers 
NOT ours. 
In what is humorously 
described 
as 
normalcy 
there are very few who 
could 
be 
identified 
as 
completely normal— one 
whom all others should be 
patterned from. It is an 
accepted 
scientific 
and 
psychological 
fact 
that 
people among their own 
kind will be happier and a 
more content part of the 
world. 
I 
DON’T 
mean 
segregated 
BUT 
made 
happy 
within their own 
limitations. 


^ It is impossible to believe 
quote “ We must 
censor 
friendly 
loving pats and 
hugs, 
holding hands and 
such 
unseemly 
irrational 
behavior 
as 
cheers 
and 
shouts 
and applause for 
some 
v e ry 
slig h t 
achievement 
such

knocking down one or two 
pins in a bowling alley.” 


I cannot believe that Mr. 
Marshal! has not seen how

Mr. Marshall — if our 
grandson could even reach 
out his hand to us we would 
be 
consum ed 
w ith 
happiness. 
I have sat and fed children 
and young people (and on 
occasion 
adults) 
who 
slobbered — spit up and 
laughed. 
Some to whom 
even the act of opening the 
mouth 
to 
eat 
was 
an 
achievement to be enjoyed - 
to hold a spoon - a small 
miracle. 
I 
have 
walked 
down many halls hand in 
hand with a special adult, 
older than me, who was 
content and with a smile 
hold up a tiny car saying 
“ See my car— it’s red.” 
What an accomplishment! 
A 60-year-old retarded adult 
does not understand age or 
that 
red 
cars 
are 
for 
children. The very fact of 
speaking is a miracle. In 
any group of young, or teens 
or adults not one within 
their own minds KNOWS a 
difference 
— 
they 
are 


among people of their own 
kind. 
I have been in the wards 
of young retarded people at 
an afternoon snack party, 
and evening teen dances. In 
a girls ward they sit around 
hugging teddy bears, dolls, 
a pretty hankie — anything 
that 
is 
their 
personal 
treasure. They laugh - tickle 
each other - whisper eat 
cookies or chips and drink 
coke. It is only when you 
listen to the conversation, 
hear a loud laugh that you 
realize 
where 
you 
are. 
Otherwise it could be a 
group of normal youngsters. 
Those who can’t talk are 
there and understood and 
protected by the others. 
Many of these young people 
help on wards of younger 
children and their concern, 
love and understanding is 
reflected in their actions. 
A shout of joy at an 
accomplishment 
— 
the 
pleading 
look 
when 
something is done right — a 
please won’t you understand 
I ’m sorry — at a personal 
accident. These are in part 
what retardation means — 
could you repulse one? 
1 have never known a head 
nurse 
or 
attendant 
who 
“ looked 
down” 
to 
the 
retarded. Most were well 
educated - serene - devoted 
people who ruled with a 
firm hand — understanding 
and love. They knew that 
the best help they couid give 
was to try and bring each 
one up to the maximum of 
their OWN ability — not 
their teachers. 
Do your best to teach 
them - understand and love 
them NOT to your standards 
but W ITHIN their power. 
Each and every one of them 
is different — an individual 
and in most cases are loving 
bewildered 
anxious 
to 
please “ special” people. I 
can only beg that each one 
be helped with firmness, 
understanding and LOVE.

But only 6.426 fans showed up to 
see Aaron go O-for-4 although he did 
hit one drive to the warning track in 
left field 


Oh yes, the Braves lost 4-0 to the 
Los Angeles Dodgers. 


Asked if he was disappointed by 
the small turnout, Aaron said, “ no ” 
Then he added, “ if we start winning 
some games, I think they'll come 
o u t" 


But Eddie Mathews, the manager 
of the Braves who was in the middle 
of all the controversy about whether 
or not Aaron should be held out in 
Cincinnati so he could hit the homer 
before the home “ fans," wasn’t in 
any mood to talk about the crowd 
after the game 


“ I didn't even look at the (bleep) 
crowd," Mathews snapped after the 
game 
“ I've got more to do than 
worry about the (bleep) crowd.

AUGUSTA, Ga (UPI) 
Relaxed 
and confident Jack Nicklaus, winner 
of more major titles than any other 
golfer, past or present, was the 
favorite today at the start of the 
Masters, but the oddsmaker thinks 
Johnny M iller’s chances are almost 
as gcMxl. 
Nicklaus. who already has four 
Masters 
among 
his 
14 
major 
championships, was to tee off at 1:35 
p m. EDT as a 31 favorite while 
Miller, winner of four tournaments 
the first three months of this year, 
was scheduled out an hour earlier as 
a 4-1 choice 
Although he insists he has had no 
specific goals since winning the 
PGA 
last 
August 
and 
thereby 
eclipsing 
Bobby Jones’ previous 
record for most major victories, the 
34-year-old Nicklaus admitted he 
liked bt'ing in the favorite’s role. 
“ Pm just dreading the day I’m not 
the favorite,” said Nicklaus, also 
the only man to win more than $2 
million playing golf. “ Although 1 
don’t have any specific goals for this 
year. I’d like to be in position to win 
all four m ajor tournaments. To do 
that. 1 have to win the first one.” 
The M asters annually is the first 
leg of the so-called “ Grand Slam” 
winch also includes the U.S. and 
British 
opens 
and 
the 
PGA 
championship. Nicklaus has won all 
four at least twice, but never more 
than two the same year 


“ 1 enjoyed the pressure that built 
up when 1 won the first two in 1972,” 
said Nicklaus. 1 would enjoy that 
again.” 


That was the year Nicklaus won 
the M asters and U.S. Open but had 
his drive for the “ Grand Slam” 
ended by a second-place finish to 
Lee Trevino in the British Open. 


Miller, a 26-year-old Californian 
who won last year’s U.S. Open, 
started out this year’s PGA tour like 
a house afire, becoming the first 
man ever to win the first three 
tournaments in a row. He added 
victory No. 4 at the Heritage Classic 
last month and goes into the Masters 
with nearly $150,000 in golf earnings 
so far this year — more than double 
that earned by Nicklaus who won 
only the Hawaiian Open in six 1974 
tournament appearances. 


“ I 
have 
been 
playing 
well 
although I haven’t been scoring as 
well as I should,” said Nicklaus. 
“ Obviously, that was caused by my 
short game and I think I have that in 
hand now.” 


Nicklaus had a scare Wednesday 
when he tripped going down a single 
step in front of the clubhouse at the 
Augusta National, but he expressed 
confidence 
that 
although 
he 
appeared to hurt his back in the fall 
it wouldn’t be serious enough to 
affect his play in the Masters. 


Defending 
champion 
Tommy 
Aaron, who has not played well 
since winning here a year ago, was 
not considered a contender in this 
year’s M asters, being listed a 50-1 
longshot. And 44-year-old Arnold 
Palm er, who has gone 10 years since 
winning his fourth M asters crown, 
was a 33-1 choice. 


But Palm er was quick to point out 
that favorites often run afoul of the 
7,020-yard, par-72 Augusta National 
Course. 


"The pressure is the thing here,” 
said Palm er. “You get to thinking 
about winning here and you can be in 
trouble. You can never relax on this 
golf course.”

“The

exception 
was in southwest Oklahoma 
and northwest Texas where 
moisture has been short all 
season,” the report said.

Cancer drive 


April is “ Cancer Control Month,’’ a time 
of year when the American Cancer Society 
makes its annual appeal to the public for 
support. City neighborhoods are covered 
for the home to home solicitation. 
Cancer is the second leading cause of 
death in the United States. It strikes one 
person in every four and in two families of 
every three. It is no respecter of age or 
sex, although in recent years it has taken 
the lives of fewer women than men. As a 
result of the Pap Test for women, 
the 
overall rate for cancers in women has 
dropped approximately eight per cent in 40 
years. 
More 
than 
offsetting 
the 
gain, 
unfortunately, was a 14-fold increase in 
male lung cancer which led to a rise of 40 
per cent in the overall rate for cancers in 
men. 
Although money alone cannot solve the 
cancer problem, it certainly helps. During 
1973, the American Cancer Society put 
approximately $25 million into research.

The National Cancer Institute 
additional $426 million, but only 
of it was specifically marked for research. 
The two agencies work closely together. In 
spite of their seemingly large budgets, 
they are both underfinanced. Last year, 
because it lacked funds, the American 
Cancer Society was unable to issue 527 
grants totaling $27,092,335, although the 
applications for the grants had been 
approved. Thus, the Society was able to 
fund less than half of the research 
applications that it considered worthy of 
support. 
Each of us does have a stake in the fight 
against cancer, and it is a large one. The 
fight against cancer calls for heroic 
measures, including the scale of our 
financial support. When a volunteer rings 
your doorbell, volunteer a check to the 
American Cancer Society, then see your 
doctor for a yearly check up. The life you 
have helped to save may be yours or one of 
your family.

Unholy process 


I 
have not seen it anywhere 
discussed whether, if the founding 
fathers had met today to consider 
the process by which a President 
should be removed, they would 
simply reiterate the provisions of 
Article II Section 4. Since I believe it 
utterly unlikely that they would, it 
follows that the solemn invocations 
of the impeachment article are an 
exercise in ancestor worship of a 
very nearly superstitious sort. And 
that these invocations are being 
used by Americans — by some 
liberals and by some conservatives 
— for reasons primarily political 
and psychological. 
The Constitution 
is 
a 
g r a n d 
instrum ent. 
But 
most of that which 
makes 
it 
so has 
been 
tested 
and 
retested, modified, 
interpreted, 
d ev e l o p e d . 
The 
impeachment 
clause is a provision 
which 
has 
been 
exercised 
on 
a 
president 
only once, over a hundred years ago. 
It sits there like a bizarre chemical 
weapon prescribed by the military 
handbook for use in a concatenation 
of special circumstances. These 
circumstances, however, are now 
shaping up. But the detonation of the 
prescribed weapon, unused for so 
many years, developed in a different 
age, correctly appalls. 
Surely if the impeachment clause 
had been invoked frequently, say 
every 30 or 40 years since the birth 
of 
the 
r e p u b l i c , 
s e v e r a l 
understandings would by now have 
been reached as to its applicability. 
For instance, the question would 
have arisen, and would finally have 
been 
disposed 
of, 
whether 
a 
President could be impeached for 
committing other than indictable 
crimes. 
But even more important, the 
question would have been faced how 
to protect the country against the 
consequences of a chief executive 
rendered 
either 
impotent 
or 
desperate. I cannot believe, for 
instance, that if impeachment had 
been a regular experience of the 
United States, those who bring up 
the 25th Amendment prescribing for 
the indisposition of the President 
would have failed to specify that a 
President impeached must stand 
aside from his office, deferring to 
the Vice President until the Senate 
had reached a verdict. 
Something that simple, that rea­ 
sonable, would relieve the country 
of a terrible anxiety which, under 
the specified scenario, looms. To the 
question: 
why 
did 
not 
the 
Philadelphia Convention anticipate 
this— one can only answer that it is 
not 
reasonable 
that 
Madison, 


Hamilton and Jay should have had a 
science-fiction imagination into the 
nature of mid-twentieth century 
international 
life. 
It 
is 
not 
reasonable to suppose that they 
would imagine that a President 
effectively out of action for as much 
as five or six months would imperil 
the executive function. 
In 
the 
period 
between 
the 
impeachment and exoneration of 
Andrew Johnson, nothing happened 
that would make its way into the 
front page of a modern newspaper. 
By contrast, in an age of electronic 
communication and of decisions 
required at electronic speed, the 
notion of four months of normally 
responsive government 
under 
a 
President 
handcuffed 
to 
the 
prisoner's 
dock, 
is 
at best an 
unseemly arrangement, at worst a 
perilous arrangement. Already a 
congressman of some prestige, Mr. 
Les Aspin (D., Wisconsin ) has 
proposed a bill that would remove 
from the President, during the 
period of impeachment, the right to 
sign a treaty. One wonders at the 
constitutionality 
of

proposal, but not at its reflecting a 
genuine concern for the dangers of 
impeachment 
proceedings

are liberals who want

Subsequent 
and 
em barrassed 
modifications 
came in over the wire straightening 
out that sentence, but not before it 
had gone out world wide. 
It is so with the gentlemen I speak 
of. They desire the removal of 
President Nixon, yes; 
but they 
desire that 
it 
be done in full 
constitutional regalia. They like the 
idea of “ proving” their case; and 
they like the idea of inflicting 
humiliations and torture. They don’t 
want Nixon to “ cheat them” out of 
the consummation of their dream. 
As so often is the case, their 
objective is strangeley harmonious 
with that of many conservatives, 
who believe in going through with 
the impeachment ritual because 
they feel that it is the best chance of 
getting an acquittal. Already, in 
their chambers, they have out score 
cards. How would Senator So-and-So 
be expected to vote? Hardly ever do 
they 
pause 
to say: 
Well, 
that 
depends on what the evidence is, or 
on how it is marshalled. Instead 
they draw their conclusions based 
on their construction of a particular 
Senator’s loyalty to the person of 
Richard Nixon. It is like preferring 
a jury to judge if you feel that you 
can endear yourself to at least one 
intransigent^ pro-defendant juror, 
thus frustrating the chance of a 
conviction. But the country suffers. 
This is why the arguments abound 
for resignation, in the event of 
impeachment; or, failing that, for 
absenting himself from office, as is 
possible under the 25th Amendment, 
for the duration of the ordeal. 


Suppose the Senate votes to oust 
President Nixon next September - 66 
“ Y es,” to 34 “ No,” or one vote short 
of the Constitutional two-thirds of 
those voting. There will be hell to 
pay 
Developments in Washington, we 
think, are heading straight for a 
m a j o r i t y 
H o us e 
v o t e 
f o r 
impeachment, and that means a 
Senate trial. Suppose on the fatal 
day there is a Senate majority 
against the President, (which we 
think likely) but not a two-thirds 
majority 
(which 
we 
also think 
likely). If Mr. Nixon can get one- 
third-plus- one on his side he can 
stay in office. He seem s currently 
playing 
“ one-third- 
plus- 
one 
politics” 
by 
aggrandizing 
his 
support among conservatives and 
the South. 
So what would happen? The only 
precedent is Andrew Johnson. On 
February 
24, 
1868, 
the 
House 
impeached 
Johnson, 
128-47. 
The 
Senate trial started March 30, lasted 
57 days to May 16, (including a 10- 
day recess) when the Senate voted 
against him 35 to 19, or exactly one 
vote short of conviction. He was 
“ acquitted” 
- 
and 
ruined. 
He 
lingered in office 11 months. 
The difference today is this: If a 
majority votes against Mr. Nixon 
(which is becoming at least likely 
enough 
to 
d e s e r v e 
s er io u s 
consideration) and if it is less than 
two-thirds, Mr. Nixon can continue 
in office too, only in his case it will 
be from, say September for over 
two years (27 months and some 
days) to noon, Thursday, January 
20, 1977. For that length of time 
America will have a disgraced 
President unable to govern. 
It would 
be a disaster. 
The 
perception of the possibility is just 
beginning to seep into the nation’s 
awareness 
and 
the 
alarm 
is 
inevitable and mounting. Indeed the 
thought of it should mute some of 
the gloating of Nixon-haters. The 
possibility helps to account for the 
mood Washington presently is in 
which is expressed in the sour 
phrase, “ Things are going to get a 
lot worse, before they get worse.” 
There 
is 
another 
side to 
it, 
however, If America can be forced 
for two years to look squarely at the 
possibility 
of 
reform ing 
our 
government so as to prevent the 
present fix from happening again it 
will not be a time wholly lost. 
It 
is 
still 
possible 
to 
learn 
something 
from 
that 
long 
ago 
Johnson 
impeachment, 
and 
the 
Rodino committee is studying it all 
the time. To simplify things it 
c o m e s 
down 
p r i m a r i l y 
to 
contrasting three sets of men. For 
example, 
there 
is 
the contrast 
between 
the 
flam boyant 
1868 
demagouge Rep. Ben Butler of 
M assachusetts, who stage-managed 
the Johnson show, and the low- 
keyed, quiet — voiced Rep. Peter 
Rodino of Newark of 1974. They set 
the mood and the tone exactly. 
The 1868 mood was savage and 
Butler fitted right into it. Johnson 
was a drunk he charged, though he 
did not go so far as some asserting 
he was an accomplice in Lincoln’s 
assassination. Butler was a political 
general who became a hero in the 
mill 
towns 
of the 
North 
by 
threatening 
to treat women of 
occupied New Orleans as prostitutes 
if they sneered at Blue-coats. He 
was short, bald, big-paunched and 
ugly as sin with a cast in one eye, 
and the South called him “ Beast 
Butler.” Lord Palmerston rebuked 
him in Parliament to cheers, and 
French government wouldn’t let his 
name appear in newspapers. While 
occupying New Orleans he had 
incidents 
with 
the 
consuls 
of 
England, Prussia, Spain, Russia, 
Greece, France and Holland, and 
Lincoln ultimately relieved him. 
J us t 
the 
man, 
the 
R ad ical 


Republicans in the House felt, to 
lead their “ m anagers" in the Senate 
trial. (He was the one, incidentally, 
who waved the “ bloody shirt” of an 
ejected carpetbagger in Congress) 
He was an actor and a clown with 
every moment a quick answer as a 
man of the people. 
Rodino, of course, is just the 
opposite. So far at any rate he has 
kept his head. There is not the 
poisonous 
hysteria 
today: 
the 
Senate set up the Ervin committee 
70 to 0; the House voted authority to 
Rodino’s committee 410-4. There is 
a good deal of bipartisanship and 
responsibility. In 1868 they were 
rarin’ to impeach; today Congress 
has 
backed 
into 
the 
thing 
reluctantly, driven on as much as 
anything by the nightmarish quality 
of the White House defense and 
countertactics. 
So much for that contrast, Butler 
and Rodino. Now here is another: If 
a President is checked out who gets 
his place? We know the alternative 
now, it is Jerry Ford, a likeable 
m e d i o c r i t y 
with 
an 
arch- 
conservative voting record, who is 
also decent and honorable. The 
“ Jerry Ford” of last century was 


the president pro tern of the Senate, 
“ bluff” Ben Wade of Ohio (there 
wan’t any vice president), who had 
the gall to sit in the trial and vote for 
impeachment 
with 
ill-disguised 
eagerness knowing that if his side 
won he would succeed Johnson. He’s 
the one man who came within one 
vote of being President! He favored 
high tariffs, easy money and a 
vindictive policy to the South and he 
appalled some men enough so that 
they preferred to keep Andy for a 
short time longer. 
The final contrast, of course, is 
between the two principals, Johnson 
and 
Nixon. 
Congress 
charged 
Johnson with usurpation but the real 
issue, of course, was how to treat 
the conquered South. The problem is 
less agaonizing, perhaps, today but 
more ramified. There is a sleazy 
quality about the Nixon tax returns; 
an incredulity about the Watergate 
cover-up; a humiliation over the 
campaign contribution lies. Deeper, 
perhaps, is the genuine alarm - not 
hysterical but bona fide - over the 
imperial presidency. They tried to 
f o r e s t a l l 
one-man 
rule 
in 
Philadelphia in 1787. Now it’s our 
turn. 
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Next month the Lompoc Valley 
community is going to lose one of 
those uncommon men. Gene Forbes 
and his family are moving to the 
Pleasanton 
area 
in 
northern 
California. 
Forbes 
has 
been 
a 
government employe at the Federal 
Co rre ctio nal 
Institution. 
In 
Pleasanton he will serve in a new 
federal facility. 
It 
s e e m s 
a s 
though I’ve known 
Fortes for a long 
time, but 
it was 
when he became the 
first 
president of 
th e 
L o m p o c 
Museum Associates 
that I really got an 
insight 
into 
the 
man. 
In those times he produced an 
outline showing how the associates 
and the museum should operate and 
to this day I’ve never seen anything 
like it. For sheer completeness, 
innovation and just plain common 
sense it has no equal. 
He was a whale of a president and 
serves the associates now as vice 
president. In February 1974 Forbes 
was elected president of the La 
Purisima Advisory Committee. In 
1969 he was chairman of the crafts 
and demonstrations program at the 
La Purisim a Fiesta. 
Fortes 
was appointed to the 
Lompoc 
Parks 
and 
Recreation 
Commission on Nov. 11, 1969 to fill 
an 
unexpired 
term 
of 
office, 
reappointed on Aug. 18,1970 to serve 
a full four year term. He resigned in 
1973. 
In addition to all his other talents, 
Fortes is a locksmith and once 
operated a business in Lompoc 
while working at the FCI. Forbes 
wife, Gerda has worked at Lompoc 
Library since 1965. 
At the FCI Fortes was the first 
chief of the prison system ’s Group 
Activity program that resulted in 
the formation of groups patterned 
after 
service 
clubs 
such 
as 
Toastm asters, Kiwanis, etc. The 
program 
also 
included 
ethnic 
organizations designed to give the 
inmates a greater sense of identity. 
Fortes and his family will move 
about mid-May. 
They’ll be sorely missed.
